MUSCLE, n.f. [mufcle, Fr. mufculus , Lat. mupcula, Sax.J 
Mufcle is a bundle of thin and parallel plates of dewy 
threads or fibres, inclofod by one common membrane : all the 
fibres of the feme plate are parallel to one another, and tied 
together at extremely little diftances by Ihort and tranfverfe 
fibres: the flefhy fibres are compofed of other fmaller fibres, 
inclofod likewifo by a common membrane: each JelFer fibre 
confifts of very fmall velicles or bladders, into which we fop- 
pofe the veins, arteries and nerves to open, for every mufcle 
receives branches of all thofo vellels, which muft be diftri- 
buted to every fibre : the two ends of each mufcle or the ex¬ 
tremities of the fibres are, in the limbs of animals, faftened 
to two bones, the one moveable, the other fixed ; and there¬ 
fore, when the mufcles contra#, they draw the moveable 
bone according to the dire#ion of their fibres.
